James Stewart and F. W. Riddell, 
who were the chief executives on the 
Canada wheat board in 1919, have been 
asked to take the offices of chairman 
and vice-chairman on the new board 
which is being established under the 
legislation passed by tne Dominion 
parliament and by the legislatures of 
Saskatchewan ond Alberta, it was an- 
nounced Wednesday night. 

‘The selection of Messrs. Stewart and 
Riddell was made by the governments 
of Alberta and Saskatenewan, and the 
nomination was accepted by teh Dom- 
mivn government, If these two men 
accept the task, their appointments 
will be made at once and they will be 
asked to go to O!tawa to make ar- 
rangements for the organization of the 
board, 

The Dominion government, it is said, 
feels that as wesiern provinces 
have the financial responsibility under 
the law, they should have the choice of 
the men to take chavge. The appoint- 
ment of the other officials will be post- 
poned pending the receipt of an answer

It is a week to-day since I came 
here, and I can truly say that I am 
having a “real good time.” My only 
troubles are that I want to eat every- 
thing ‘in sight; afd that I am too 
sleepy by half-past nine to do any 
writing.

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SUNFLOWER 
VARIETIES 


(Experimental Farms Note). 
Although sunflowers have been 
known and used for a great many 
yea’s, it is only in recent years that 
the wide agricultural possibilities of 
the crop have been recognized. 


With -the advent of mixed farming 
in the former strictly grain growing 
areas of the country and the increased 
recognition of the value of the silo has 
come the demand for silage crops in 
areas unsuited for corn growing. Ii 
is in this connection that sunflower:

As yet there has not been sufficient 
breeding work or testing of varieties 
to warrant any definite statement re.

The Province of Alta. 


The crop situation in “Alberta has 
reached a condition where it is pos- 
sible to make a fairly definite state- 
ment respecting the probable harvest. 

Taking the province as a whole, the 
crop is uneven. On new breaking and 
on well worked summer-fallow, yields 
of from 30 to 40 bushels of wheat are 
expected, in almost every part, On 
stubble plowing, both fall and spring, 
the yields over three-quarte's of the 
province will be light. The oat crop 
is a very short stand, and the yields 
will not be as largé as for several 
years past. A very considerable por- 
tion of the oat crop will be cut by 
mowers, for hay. - In some districts 
this work has already commenced, 

The area from Calgary south extend 
ing to the boundary will have the 
heaviest crop since 1915, although one 
small portions of this area, particular- 
ly on the lighter soils, there will be 
some small crops.

Reports from all parts of Western Canada are ,at the time this article is 
written, distinctly optimistic so far as crop conditions are concerned. The 
heavy Spring rains, while they retarded seeding operations in some districts, 
and resulted. in certain low-lying lands not being seeded, nevertheless pre- 
pared an ideal seed bed. Then, during the latter part of June copious rains 
have fallen ‘fairly generally throughout the West giving the growing grain 
sturdy development and providing needed moisture for rapid growth. 

Sections of the country which during Phere years have been afflicted with 
the grasshopper plague report a marked decrease in the pest, while never be- 
fore have tartiers generally. been so well organized and ready to fight this 
danger. ‘ 

Reductions in freight rates,\and the passing of legislation calculated to 
assist in the marketing of the crop without such a disastrous decline in prices 
as took place last year, are. also encouraging features of the ‘situatign, lead- 
ing to the hope that, providing the crop passes through the dangers still 
ahead, a reasonably profitable return on the season’® operations will be 
realized, ‘ > 

It is never wise, however, to figure on a crop until it is actually harvest- 
ed and. marketed because so many eventualities may occur, and\so many 
factors have to be considered.

One 
of these reports that has recently 
made its appearance is that of the 
Dominion Cerealist, for 1921, In 
that year, Dr, Saunders states, there 
were 756 plots of all sizes at Ottawa, 
representing 600 fixed 
grains.

Numerous cross-bred serts which have 
not yet been named and are in a pre- 
liminary state, are omitted. of 
these tests, 112 were of varieties of 
spring wheat; seven of emmer ~and 
Spelt; 27 of oats; 103 of barley; five 
of spring rye; 29 of field peas; 14 of 
field beans; 137 of flax; and 18 of bar- 
ley for hay.

It used to be thought of little prac- 
tical importance whether this country 
or that claimed rights over Greenland; 
though since 3721 it has been a Dan- 
ish colony with traders and officials 
representing the Governnent of Den- 
mark. 

Now, however, with all: kinds of 
commercial possibilities. opening up, 
the rights aver Greenland have as- 
sumed considerable importance, and 
already Denmark and Norway have 
been in dispute with regard to them. 


May as well concern 


The King of Denmark, too, has 
thought it worth. while to visit the 
country—the first time in history 


that a ruling monarch has ver been 
to Greenland. : 

The country is really an island— 
the largest in the world if Australia 
is regarded as. a continent--and it 
contains. over half a million square 
miles, of which: about three-fifths in 
the interior are covered with a vast 
glacier. 5 

Round the coast, however, the is- 
land is quite habitable, and there are 
about two hundred small towns. and 
settlemenis, ineluding the sini, dive 
Godthaab and Godhavn, 

Many valuable animals and birds 
are found on the island, the reindeer 

nd musk-ox providing food, and the 
polar bear, wolf, fox and hare yield- 
ing warm skins. Over sixty kinds of 
birds nest there, and over three hun- 
dred kinds of plants are found, Broc- 
coli, spinach, radishes, lettuces, tur- 
nips and, leeks are grown; and in 
the south rhubatb rigens and pota- 
toes grow to a useful size. The whal- 
ing industry, with the preparatigs 
of blubber, has long been a valuable 
asset of the country, and now there 
is some prospect of minerals being 
worked there on a large scale. 

Graphite is abundant, soapstone is 
found in considerable quantities, cop- 
per has been discovered at ‘various 
places, and there is coal near the 


northern capitel and elsewhere, 


But the most important mineral is 
eryolite, which’ is found exclusively 
in Greenland.. It is a colorless sub- 
stance something like ice in appear- 
ance, and is an ore of aluminum. 
At one timg. this was the only seurce 
of the metal, but now aluminum is 
also extracted from bauxite. Cryolite 
is used extensively in the making of 
opal glass ‘and iron enamel, and it 
all comes from Greenland. Commer, 
clal men are anxious to develop a 
country which promises so well. 

A town with large hotels and 
stores of the various kinds needed 
in Atlantic flying is quite possible in 
the south of Greenland, and the coun- 
try might become a regular holiday 
resort for tourists. 

It is a ‘fascinating prospect for 
what used to be regarded as a value- 
less No-man’s Land, Things have de- 
veloped remarkably in recent years, 
and already the Eskimos have their 
parliament~ and municipal councils,
